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Successful Azalea Culture 


SOILS AND ITS PREPARATION—Soils good for 
growing azaleas occur naturally in many places; in 
fact, it is borne out that by far the greater proportion 
will produce good plants with little preparation. Where 
soils are not suitable, there is usually no great diffi- 
culty in making them so without much trouble or 
expense. Soils suitable for azaleas should be in good 
mechanical condition, open and friable; it should be 
acid, well drained, moist, and furnished with organic 
matter in quantities. 


All that is necessary in preparing for the planting 
of azaleas is to see that drainage is adequate—where 
water does not stand on top of the ground for hours 
after a rainstorm is generally a well-drained place. 
Next is to see that the soil is proper; for the very best 
results, we dig the hole that is to receive the plant 
twice as deep and twice as wide as the nursery ball on 
the azaleas, then cart away all the soil and make up 
the soil that we are going to plant the azalea with, as 
follows: one part peat moss, one part coarse sand, one 
part good garden soil, mixing with this, half a handful 
of cottonseed meal, or a good special azalea fertilizer, 
not both. When this is thoroughly mixed, use it to 
plant your azaleas with entirely, both under and around 
the plant, watering well as you fill with soil to the level 
of the ball; never plant deeper than it was in the 
nursery. If your soil is sandy, leave out sand in your 
mixture; if your soil is sticky clay, make your hole 
larger, so you may have a larger amount of the proper 
soil mixture around your plant. When the azalea is 
completely planted and thoroughly watered, mulch the 
top of the ground with four or five inches of peat moss 
to keep the ground cool, moist, and acid; add to this 
mulch every Spring and Fall to keep it at this level. 
Never use lime or allow lime to be used on or near 
azalea plants. It may mean their death. Well de- 
cayed oak leaves, not maple, may be used in place of 
peat moss if it is handy. 


PLANTING AZALEAS—Azaleas are easily planted 
and at almost any time of the year, except when there 
is too much frost in the ground, but when you dig them 
or bring them home from the nursery, get them back 
into the soil as soon as possible; never let the roots dry 
out. If you plant in hot or dry weather, it is very wise 
to shade the plants as well as water for a few weeks 
until they are well established. The distance apart to 
plant azaleas will depend upon the type you buy; 
always ask for that information or study the descrip- 
tive list. Azaleas bloom better if planted out of the 
prevailing winds and where they get at least half the 


Don’t plant an Azalea next to a big tree. 
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day’s sunlight. They will grow in the shade, but will 
benefit from some sunlight. Dappled shade is best. 


CULTURE AND CARE—Because the greater mass 
of azalea roots is found in the top few inches of soil, 
cultivation with hoe is not advisable. You will not 
only cut the roots, but disturb the mulch of peat moss 
that we advised you to keep around the plants at all 
times. Pull any weeds that grow by hand, and shake 
off the peat that clings to their roots. Water heavy 
during July and August for your azaleas are making 
buds at that time for the following year. If your water 
comes from a deep well, and you are in a limestone 
country, add a little sulphur to your soil every Spring 
and Fall. Much damage is done by sunshine following 
a night of low temperature. This can be prevented by 
shading in the late Fall and Winter with burlap on 
stakes, lath frames, pine branches, or trimmings from 
your evergreens. It is important not to feed after June 
15th, so as plants will harden up in late summer for 
the coming winter. Protect all small azalea plants 
the first winter, with fruit baskets or burlap from winds. 
A cold frame is still better. A plant is rarely killed 
after it has become acclimated. 


FEEDING AZALEAS—Use only special fertilizers, 
made by all the reliable firms, for azaleas only, or 
cottonseed meal is excellent food. Sprinkle lightly 
around each plant out to the furtherest branch and 
water heavy at once, twice a year, March and late May 
or June. Do not disturb the mulch by hoeing or raking 
the food into the soil. 


PRUNING AZALEAS—Little pruning is needed for 
garden azaleas other than to keep the long unsightly 
shoots off and a regular shaping up according to taste, 
but all pruning must be done before June 15th, or 
better still, just after the last flowers have died in the 
Spring. 


AZALEA PESTS AND DISEASES—Healthy plants 
that have been well fed and watered have few pests, 
but if you have neglected the above, here are a few 
that you may have to put up with. White-fly, Lacebug, 
Leaf Minor, Scale, Thrips, and Red Mites—are the most 
common insects to contend with, and these can be con- 
trolled by spraying just as soon as the danger of over- 
night freezing has passed and before plants have blos- 
somed. The material to use for this purpose is 14% tea- 
spoons 20% Vapotone plus 1% teaspoons 25% D.D:T 
emulsion mixed with one gallon of water. A second 
spraying should be applied after blooming or June 15, 
a third around July 5, and a fourth may be desirable 
around August 5. Use a forceful mist and direct under

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the leaves. Chlorosis or Yellows—Dissolve one ounce 
Epsom salts in two gallons water and sprinkle over the 
plant and soil thoroughly; two weeks later use one 
ounce of iron sulphate to two gallons of water the same 
way, and you will have your plants back to a normal 
green, if you have kept them well fed and watered. 
Fungus Diseases—Bordeaux or Cuprocide mixtures at 
ten-day intervals take care of most of the fungus. 


The above notes on azalea pests are very sketchy 
for lack of space. If you have serious troubles, call 
us in to help you. The small fee charged may save 
you many of your beautiful plants. 


AZALEA APPRECIATION—If you pick your aza- 
leas in the nursery according to their mature growth, 
you may have many uses for them. They may be used 
as foundation plantings, naturalistic plantings in light 
woodland areas, bank or hillside plantings in mass, 
hedges or boundary plantings, and footings to ever- 
green or flowering shrub plantings. Planting in mass 
always gives a better effect. H. H. Hume says in his 
latest publication, ““While azaleas are exacting in their 
culture requirements, they are not difficult to grow if 
their needs are met. Careful attention to details at 
planting time will make their culture easy in after 
years. They may be transplanted to gardens in any 
size from plants a few inches to several feet in height. 
Their beauty of foliage, flowers, and in many varieties 
their spicy scent sets them aside as superior plants for 
the house. For the same uses branches in flower are 
most desirable, and those who are fortunate can have 
supplies from their own gardens. 


“Under conditions that suit them, azaleas are long- 
lived plants. . . . There are specimens still in fine 
condition that were planted in 1848. They have added 
to their stature and bloomed through the years to make 
each season a scene of great beauty. Many genera- 
tions of plants of other kinds have come and gone in 
other gardens in the century of their growth. Azaleas 
are plants of a human-lifetime span and more. 


“Many commonly used broad-leaved evergreen shrubs 
are valuable mainly because they are evergreen, but in 
addition to holding their foliage throughout the year, 
persistent-leaved azaleas are unsurpassed as flowering 
shrubs. Any garden well designed and furnished with 
azaleas immediately is lifted out of the commonplace. 
There are few uses to which other broad-leaved shrubs 
are adapted that cannot be filled as well by azaleas.”

Hollies are one of the most interesting evergreens, 
both traditional and for their beauty. 


Their many shades of green foliage and variations 
in their berries make one an enthusiast after the first 
purchase of a rare or unusual plant. We list a few 
below that will do well for you if you give them some 
Winter protection from the winds while they are young, 
to acclimate them to your area. These are stocky, 
well-rooted plants, grown on their own roots. Their 
sex is guaranteed femina. If there are no male trees 
near you, buy one for pollination. $1.50 each, shipped 
postpaid east of the Mississippi.

Tlex Aquifolia B. The well-known English Holly. Very 
glossy leaves, with large triangular spiny teeth, fruit 

a bright red. A hardy strain.

Rare Hollies are grown at Ten Oaks. 
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Ilex Aquifolia Camelliafolia. A very beautiful form of 
the English Holly, with camellia-like foliage which 
colors a beautiful bronze-green in winter. Very 
large red berries; form rather broad, more so than 
tall. :
